Soon after the last report was written, the death 
of ‘another Daland trustee occurred. William H. 
Kendall had served for a great many years and 
was the only survior of the original board, which 
was appointed soon after the death of Mrs. Daland 
in 1899, about ten years before the Library building 
was erected, the other members being J. Frank 
Wellington and John H. Colby. 

Because of legal difficulties there has been delay 
in appointing a new board of Trustees, and with no 
funds accruing from the legacy left for the purchase 
of books, the work of the Library has been hamper- 
ed and its usefulness unavoidably lessened. 

However, interested friends have kindly donated 
books, the State Aid has sent us 16, and we have 
purchased all we could ste the town appropria- 
tion.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Mont Vernon: 
I herewith submit my nineteenth annual report 
which is the twentieth in the series of such reports. 


Supervisory School Union No. 40 


The School Districts in the Union are Amherst, 
Brookline, Hollis, Milford, and Mont Vernon. Hollis 
came into the Union July 1, 1938. 

The several School Boards of a Supervisory 
Union together constitute a joint committee which 
meets annually between April ist and June 1st at 
a time and place fixed by the Chairman of this joint 
committee. This committee organizes and chooses 
a Chairman, Secretary, and Treasurer. At the pres- 
ent time Mr. Francis C. Reagan of Mont Vernon is 
Chairman, Mrs. Jennie S. Fessenden of Brookline is 
Secretary, and Mr. Raymond A. Dyer of Milford the 
Treasurer. This joint Board nominates a Superin- 
tendent of Schools, fixes his salary and apportions 
the salary among the several districts. A Union may 
add such amount as they determine to the minimum 
amount paid by the state which at present is $2000. 
The additional amount voted by the Union for the 
current year ending June 30, 1938 is $1600. This 
is divided among the several districts as follows: 
Amherst 17%, Brookline 8%, Hollis 14%, Milford 
56%, and Mont Vernon 5%. 

This joint committee also has authorized the em- 
ployment of a clerk in the Superintendent’s office. 
For salary of clerk and other office expenses the 
Union has appropriated $890, distributed as fol- 
lows: Amherst $151.30, Brookline $71.20, Hollis 
$124.60, Milford $498.40, and Mont Vernon $44.50. 

In nominating a Superintendent of Schools each 
district is entitled to three representatives having 
one vote each on the joint Board. Each district em- 
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ploying more than eight full-time teachers is en- 
titled to one additional vote for each five teachers 
or major part in excess of eight, hence, each district 
has three votes and Milford four additional.

Instruction 


The same arrangement of grades continues as 
for several years past, namely, all children in the 
first six grades are accommodated at the village 
schoolhouse where the lower room only is used for 
school purposes. The upper room is used as a club 


room for several organizations including the Men’s 


Club, Wednesday Club and the Grange. It is also 
available for school programs. This last December 
the community Christmas tree with exercises by the 
children was held on the afternoon of December 23 
in this upper hall. 

Miss Helen C. Draper, who completed six years 
of service last June, resigned to accept a position in 
the sixth grade at Milford. The position was filled 
by the appointment of Miss Mary T. Bemis of 
Chesham. Miss Bemis graduated from Keene Nor- 
mal School in 1935 and has taught the school in 
West Deering for the past two years. 

Grades VII and VIII as well as the upper four 
years of High School attend at Milford. 


Transportation 


In 1928 the district went on record as approving 
transportation of practically all pupils in town in- 
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cluding those who live under the two mile limit be- 
yond which the law required transportation. <Ac- 
cordingly, transportation is so arranged. The work 
is offered by the School Board for bids during the 
summer and contracts made accordingly. At pres- 
ent Mr. Robert Mason and Mr. Henry LaPointe are 
doing all of the transporting, including grades VII 
and VIII to Milford. Transportation for high school 
pupils is not paid for by the school district. 


Repairs 
During the summer of 1937 the schoolhouse was 
shingled on the north side. (The south side was 
done in 19386.). Usual minor repairs such as clean- 
ing and floor waxing were done. 


Needs for the future, including items mentioned — 


last year, are: 

1. Exterior painting of village building. This 
ought to be done this coming summer; it was last 
painted in 1928. . 

2. A closet for books and supplies on the first 


floor. Present arrangements are such that this can _ 


be very easily constructed by using a part of the 
space now used for wood storage. 

3. Water supply. 

4. More playground equipment. 


Adult Education | 

The correspondence center for study courses as 
stated last year is being continued under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Albert N. French of Durham with Mr. 
Reagan as Supervisor. This opportunity is open to 
persons over sixteen years of age who are not 
already enrolled in schools. At the present time 
about one hundred eighty persons are enrolled in a 
‘wide variety of courses. Mr. French is in Milford 
each Tuesday afternoon and evening. For further 
information or for appointments contact the Super- 
intendent’s office. 
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The Classtoom Teacher 


Mr. Daniel W. MacLean of Berlin, President of 
the New Hampshire State Teachers’ Association, 
has recently written: 

“ , .. The world, since early dawn, has pro- 
duced great teachers whose influence has brought 
about great changes in our political, social, and eco- 
nomic life. In this great rush of the machine age in 
“which we now live, the importance of the classroom 
teacher, in a great many cases, is lost sight of ... 
The classroom teacher, with all the added duties as 
a result of the constant change in the home life of 
the children under her direction, new courses of 
study, extra-curricula activities, and advanced pro- 
fessional study, has met the challenge this age pre-_ 
sents to her and is still the paramount factor in 
whatever situation the school finds itself. Through 
her wisdom and good judgment, she has chosen 
wisely the means best adapted to give the young 
people placed under her direction the culture and 
_ subject matter required to fit them for the problems 
of life that they must inevitably face.”
